A DRAMATIC INCREASE 


, . . has been noted in the number of mu­ 
seums in Texas according to a letter in Sun­ 
day's Texas Star. A reader wanted to know 
the reason for such an increase, and Wando 
Campbell of The Star obtained the answer 
from Dan Traverse, a practicing artist and 
museum consultant of the Texas State His­ 
torical Survey Committee. 
Traverse is involved in providing assis­ 
tance to museums throughout the state and 
he thinks there are several forces at work 
to cause the proliferation of museums, 
which are, at base, educational institu­ 


tions. 
We felt that since the Medina County 
Museum has started here and is gaining in­ 
terest from far and near this answer might 
be enlightening to local and area residents: 
"People have become increasingly a- 
ware , " Traverse points out, "that at the 
moment there are remnants of the way of 
life that formed them, but these remnants 
are quickly disappearing. 
So if the culture 
that produced the people of Texas is not 
preserved now, it w ill likely be lost. Peo­ 
ple are responding to this urgency by form­ 
ing museums, where the things unique to 
Texas and to an earlier era may be experi­ 
enced by others. 
"As our nation becomes increasingly 
rootless, people look to their historical ori­ 
gins. This is happening when the public has

New program to hit screwworms

Screwworm infestations 
continue to be a serious 
problem in Medina County 
and av ar much of the a ate. 
Livestock owners are urged 
to inspect and me lt all ani­ 
mal wounds, says County 
Extension Agent Cle.in Bragg, 
"Although colder temp­ 
eratures are beginning to 
alow down screwworm acti­ 
vities in Medina County 
and certain ct lier areas of 
Hie state, our county has not 
yet recorded sufficient pro­ 
longed cold to stop t e 
troublesome livestock pest," 
he adds. 
A short cold snap w ill 
cause the flies to become 


inactive for a time, but as 
Hie temperatures rise Hie 
flies again become a prob­ 
lem. Several successive 
days and lights of sub­ 
freezing or near freezing 
temperatures are necessary 
to deal a crippling blow to 
the screwworm flies, ac­ 
cording to Bragg. 


Livestock owners thcie- 
fore w ill need to continue 
their vigilance igauut new 
screwworm outbreaks, "it's 
still important to collect 
samples of all cases and 
send Hie in to tile Mission 
Screwworm Eradication Lab­ 
oratory for ideutific allo i, 1 
Bragg emphasized, "Effec­ 
tive November 2 , all c ases 
reported In Medina County 
w ill be 'hot spotted', 
Fills 


is to say all cases w ill be 
treated individually when a 
positive screwworm sample 
is received by Mission Lab­ 
oratories, 


"It's particularly impor­ 
tant that Mission officials 
know where screwworms 
may survive this time of 
year so Hiey can be treated 
and eliminated before next 
spring," Bragg pointed oat. 


The current screwworm 
outbreak began reaching 
epidemic proportions in Hie 
spring and us coizinued 
tlirough Hie summer and fall, 
Texas recorded 1,-32 cases 
during Hie week ending No­ 
vember l l , At mid»No- 
vember, total screwworm 
confirmations in the soutii- 
westem -rates readied the 


94,173 mark, an all-time 
record. Medina County has 


recorded approximately 


2 7 0 0 cases for Hie year, an 
estimated IO 
of the actual 
cases. Last week Medina 
County reported 32 cases, 
second to the highest num­ 
ber reported from any one 
county in Hie state, Texas 
had -9,5 -7 cases by that 
date, wiHi only 3,1 -6 non- 
screwworm samples being 
processed at Hie Mission Lab 
Hiis year. 


Cumulative totals for 
1972 on November IS 
showed Arizona wiHi 2,26 - 
cases; New Mexico, 1,253; 
Oklahoma, 1,035; Californ­

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December 31 is the dead­ 
line for owners of advertising 
signs along major interstate, 
U .S. and state-numbered 
highways to apply for permits 
under the new Texas Highway 
Beautification Act. 
The act is designed to 
control all outdoor advertis­ 
ing from big billboards to 
fence signs along the right- 
of-way line. 
It requires that no sign 
can be erected within 660 
feet of an interstate or feder- 
al-aid primary highway with­ 
out a special $26 outdoor ad­ 
vertising license. An addi­ 
tional 55 permit is also re­ 
quired for each sign. 
On-premise signs — ti lose 
advertising activities on the 
land or offering tile property 
for sale --are exempt, 
The law, passed and made 
effective last June 29 to avoid 
loss of federal road-building 
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aid, w ill be implemented 
In stages. 
License applications, first 
stage in the process, must be 
accompanied by a $2* 500 
bond for each county in which 
signs are located up to a 
$10, OOO maximum for owners 
with signs in more than tlixee 
counties. 
Ffermits w ill be issued for 
signs in place prior to June 29 
wile the r they conform to the 
law or not, and these w ill be 
allowed to stay In place until 
programmed for acquisition 
or removal. New signs must 
conform to the law before 
permits are issued. 
The Highway Department 
also lias begun removal of a- 
bandoned and illegal signs on 
controlled highways. 
Those planning to erect 
new signs on controlled high­ 
ways are advised to check 
with Highway Department 
district offices to determine 
if tto location conforms to 
tile law. Property owners 
have also been advised to 
contact the department's dis­ 
trict offices concerning signs 
located on their land without 
permission.

. . . of museums perhaps the following ar­ 
ticle from the Huntsville (Texas) Item would 
tend to show that planners of the Medina 
Museum are on the right track by converting 
the old SP Depot into an historical attrac­ 
tion: 
"Railroads in Texas have played an im­ 
portant and romantic role in the economic 
development of Texas and today continue 
to be of economic importance to the Lone 
Star State. The State boasts some interest­ 
ing railroad museums. These museums tell 
visitors the stay of early railroading in 
T exas. 
"In Jefferson the visitor will find the 
Jay Gould Railroad Car. Dubbed the 'At­ 
lanta', this car was once owned by the 
Gould family and its plush interior follows 
the traditional love of luxury set by Gould. 
The spacious living quarters include four 
staterooms, lounge, dining room, kitchen, 
butler's pantry and a bathroom. 


"The Texas Railroad Museum in Weather- 
fad exhibits such items as a private presi­ 
dential car from the Texas Pacific line, a 
vintage steam engine, a New Orleans 
streetcar and a cable car from San Francis­ 
co. 
"Dallas State Fair Park presents the Age 
of Steam Museum depicting a nostalgic look 
at the golden age of railroading. 
"Haskell Railroad Museum in Haskell 
offers superb railroad artifacts among other 
historical items. Haskell's museum is 
housed in a railroad depot of 1906. 
"An old two-story brick station in 
Teague is now a museum with a variety of 
relics from the railroad heyday. 
Labeled 
the Bur ling ton-Rock Island Railroad Mu­ 
seum, it also features county historical i- 
tems. 
In 1936 the Burlington-Rock Island 
Company presented to Texans the first 
streamline passenger train in the state, the 
'Sam Houston Zephyr', which ran between 
Houston, Dallas and Fort Worth. 
"One of the newer, but most complete 
of the museums, is at Dickinson. It is 
housed in a refurbished station which is one 
of the most unique in the state. 
"Visitors will enjoy the unique exhibits 
at Live Steam Museum in the town of A la­ 
mo. The educational display features all 
types of steam engines and pumps and all 
are in running condition. Engine sizes 
range from 9 ,OCX) pounds too Japanese 
miniature that can be held in your hand. 
"In the small Texas community of Cresson 
the visitor will find Pate Museum of Trans­ 
portation. An antique railroad carts just 
one of the museum's attractions which in­ 
clude aircraft, stagecoaches, wagons and 
automobiles. 
"A large roam of the Texarkana Union 
Station has the only known model railroad 
operating in two states. The unique little 
railway wins the honor because the station 
in which it operates is bisected by the Tex- 
as-Arkansas Ii e ."

Templeton Is most familiar 
with. Every school district or 
college with which he has 
been associated has gained a 
reputation for being progres­ 
sive as a result of Dr. Tem­ 
pleton's work there. 
At the age of 19 and just 
out of Sam Houston State 
Teachers College, Dr. Tem­ 
pleton began his teaching ca­ 
reer with considerable zeal 
and enthusiasm at Willow 
Hole High School. 
Taking on oversized en­ 
deavors has always been tire 
norm for him. In addition to 
serving as principal, Dr. 
Templeton taught Algebra I, 
English at all four grade lev­ 
els and the first two Spanish 
courses ever offered at that 
school. He also coached 
football, basketball (they 
won district his first year), 
baseball, and track. 
Dr. Templeton is well 
known also for Ids work in A l­ 
vin where lie was superinten­ 
dent of schools and President 
of Alvin Junior College from 
1954 to 1963. 
"Tills man is 
doing big things for educa­ 
tion, " Dean M, C. Huntley 
of Auburn University said on 
a visit to Texas in 1963. 
"Every college and university 
in the South is watching him." 
And no wonder. VV,die at 
Alvin, Dr, Templeton im ­ 
plemented programs which 
had first grade students solv­ 
ing algebraic equations and 
reading up to 150 books a 
term. Sixth graders were 
studying analytic geometry 
and high school students 
could take five years of for­ 
eign language. 


Dr, Templeton was known 
as an administrator who puts 
teachers first. For example, 
when one French teacher was 
distatisfleu with the texts a- 
vailable, site wrote her own 
French book, which Dr. Tem 
pie ton Issued and which later 
was copy-righted by tile Uni­ 
versity of Houston. 
In November, 19u3, *>r. 


Templeton was appointed by 
Texas Governor John Connal- 
ly as Executive Director of 
the Governor's Committee on 
Education Beyond tile High 
School. His efforts in tills 
capacity resulted In the cre­ 
ation ultimately of the Coor­ 
dinating Board for tile Texas 
College and University Sys­ 
tem and long-range blue­ 
prints for development of a 
first class higher education 
system in Texas. 
In 1964 Dr. Templeton 
was named President of Sam 
Houston State Teachers Col­ 
lege. 
Here it became clear 
that his reputation for suc­ 
cessfully Implementing Inno­ 
vative programs was well de­ 
served, Some 289 outdated 
courses were dropped from 
the curriculum and almost 
400 modernized courses were 
added. Dr. Templeton also 
helped to establish tile Insti­ 
tute of Contemporary Correc­ 
tions and the Behavioral Sci­ 
ences, the largest graduate 
and undergraduate program 
of its kind in tile U. S. 
Dr. Ten. pie ton's creden­ 
tials are impressive. In ad­ 
dition to a Bac lie lor of Sci­ 
ence degree from Sam Hous­ 
ton, lie holds Mister of Edu­ 
cation and Doctor of Philoso - 
pin, degrees from tile Univer­ 
sity of Houston. 
His back­ 
ground includes not only 30 
years In Texas public educa­ 
tion, but three years as a 
Navy lieutenant during Vv orld 
Wit II and two years In per­ 
sonnel management In a re­ 
fining corporation. 
Tile >olithem Association 
of Colleges and Schools e - 
lee ted Dr. Templeton to 
sent as President in 1966. He 
also lias been Chairman of the 
National Advisory Committee 
on Dyslexia and Related Read* 
tog Disorders anc Chairman 
of the Texas Advisory' Coun­ 
cil for Lang sage Handicapped 
Children. 
Dr. Templeton 
was active on the Governor's 
Crin taal Justlee Council,
